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Ford encouraged over 
polls; Carter sticks 
with economy issues

President Ford drew encouragement 
today from new voter preference polls 
while Jim m y Carter concentrated on 
what he considers to be the No. 1 issue in 
Tuesday’s presidential election — the 
economy. 
Before Ford made his first public ap­ 
pearance today in Milwaukee, his aides 
told him that he was six percentage 
points ahead of Carter in California after 
trailing the Democratic nominee by 20 
points in August. 
Aides said Ford was also pleased by a 
report that the new Louis H arris 
nationwide poll, when it is released, 
would show him trailing Carter by just 
one percentage point. 
Ford 
received 
an enthusiastic 
welcome from some 6,000 delegates to 
the Wisconsin state convention of the 
National Education Association in M il­ 
waukee. He later flew to St. Louis for 
another campaign appearance and was 
scheduled to travel to Houston for an 
overnight stay 
In Philadelphia. Carter aimed a broad­ 


side attack against Ford’s economic 
policy after the government’s leading 
economic indicators, announced today, 
dipped for the second straight month. 
Carter said the administration had 
created an “ economic mess’’ and 
Americans cannot depend on Ford to 
clean it up. 
“ Today’s decline in the leading 
economic indicators means that the 
economy is headed downhill in the 
months ahead,” he said in a statement 
before heading for Toledo and St. Louis. 
“ The Republicans have had eight 
years and failed. We simply cannot de­ 
pend on those who have created this 
economic mess to clean it up. It’s time 
for new leadership with new ideas, to get 
our economy moving again,” he said. 


Carter's appearance in Philadelphia 
caused a minor controversy when Mayor 
Frank L. Rizzo met Carter at the airport 
but refused to appear with him at a rally 
because of the presence of some of the 
mayor’s opponents. 
Before Carter’s arrival, Rizzo told 


reporters he had a telephone conversa­ 
tion with the candidate Thursday night. 
"W e talked about politics in general 
and the situation in Philadelphia. He 
asked me to come to the rally. I politely 
and respectfully told the governor I 
wouldn't be on the same platform with 
the same people who led the fight to 
recall me.” 
W alter Mondale, Carter’s running 
mate, went back on the campaign trial 
today with an appearance in Green Bay, 
Wis., and a scheduled stop in Chicago. 
Mondale said independent polls show 
the Carter ticket ahead in New York, 
Illinois, Ohio and Missouri and added, 
“ I ’m convinced we’re ahead and 
gaining.” 
Mondale said he based his opinion not 
on the Carter polls but "what I ’ve seen.” 
"In any event, it’s not the pollsters 
that decide the election, it’s the people. 
Before this week is out, I think you’ll find 
there is no slippage in the polls,” he said. 
On Thursday, both Ford and Carter 
discussed the economy and the pos- 
sibilitv of lower taxes.

Hospital district shows 
huge loss in fiscal year

Lompoc Hospital District operated at 
a net loss of over a quarter of a million 
dollars for the 1975-76 fiscal year, ac­ 
cording to a final statement presented 
last night to the district’s board of direc­ 
tors. 
All but $29,000 of that loss was because 
of "extraordinary write-offs” such as 
$131,000 for purchased but unused 
architectural plans and $100,000 in 
deferred compensation for retired 
hospital administrator Ken Wicks, ex­ 
plained board member Ray Down this 
morning 


The monthly statistical report showed 
that the hospital is continuing to lose 
thousands of dollars this fiscal year. Tlie 
report indicated that $56,724 was lost in 
operating expenses last month, increas­ 
ing the ’76-’77 fiscal loss to date to 
$144,823 


According to Bartlett, Pringle and 
Wolf - the Santa Barbara accounting 
firm that prepared the final ’75-’76 state­ 
ment, the district experienced a net loss 
of $265 666 


The district earned a profit of $152,601 
for ’74- 75. 
The 75-76 heavy loss is blamed for un­ 
usual write-offs, but a portion of the loss 
is attributed to a significant drop in the 
number of patients admitted to the Lom­ 
poc District Hospital. 
The accounting firm reports that 
there were 13,440 patient days in the 
hospital during ’74-75, and 11,800 patient 
days in the following year. 
To compensate for low patient census, 
the board twice raised the bed rates and 
ancillary service fees during fiscal ’75- 
’76 
All of the hospital’s losses during the 
present fiscal year are because of low 
hospital bed occupancy, indicated Down 


September’s statistical report shows 
that the per cent of occupancy was 35.7. 
To break even. 63 per cent occupancy (or 
34 of 60 beds i must be maintained for the 
month. 


The low patient census, which began 
last fiscal year, has been blamed on a 
doctor shortage in Lompoc, but board 
member Carol Ann Johnson remarked 
last night that she suspects some local 


doctors may be sending patients out of 
town for hospital care and services. 
Chairman Frank Signorelli appointed 
members Down and Johnson to survey 
Lompoc physicians and residents "to 
look into what can be done.” 
Residents will be asked if they have a 
local family doctor, if they go out of town 
for medical care and why and what 
should be done locally to improve 
medical services, for example 
Signorelli said, " I feel we better do 
something to get the census up 
It’s 
frustrating We are losing money. We 
know why because we are losing 
patients ” 
Down and Johnson, he said, will begin 
the survey within the next two weeks; 
and. depending on what is learned, the 
board will do everything "within our 
realm and means” to improve the situa­ 
tion. 
About the $100,000 for Wicks, it is ex­ 
plained that the district will pay the 
former administrator $5,000 a year for 
the next 20 years under a contract. 
All of the $100,000. however, had to be 
listed as an expense for fiscal year ’75-

“ Too, we know a number of his sup­ 
porters have been instrumental in the 
dissemination of Probe in the Lompoc- 
Vandenberg Village area, his protesta­ 
tions to the contrary notwithstanding.”

“ We feel that while the facts presented 
by Probe were indeed taken from public 
documents, the context of their presenta­ 
tion in Probe was definitely less than 
journalistically proper, and it was to that 
issue we addressed ourselves in our 
editorial. 
“ Finally, in Mr. Hedlund’s press 
release he suggests the Record is at­ 
tempting to put up a smoke screen in the 
hopes that most of the public will not 
read the Probe articles On the contrary, 
we would hope that a large number of 
voters did read the article to get a feel 
for the depths to which a political cam­ 
paign can sink if those involved fail to 
keep a tight rein on what is done, either 
by them or for them. We didn't reprint 
all or any part of the Probe articles not 
because we didn’t want the information 
out, but because the reprinting would be 
a validation of the type of journalism 
Probe represents.” Adam concluded

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The state 
Lands Commission has given permission 
for the first oil drilling on state-leased 
land in the Santa Barbara Channel since 
the disastrous 1969 oil spill. 
The commission voted 2-0 Thursday to 
approve the Standard Oil Co. request to 
resume drilling from four existing plat­ 
forms The two "aye” votes were cast by 
state Finance Director Roy M Bell and 
Richard Thompson who represented Lt. 
Gov Mervyn M Dymally. 
Ventura County Air Pollution Control 
District Director Jan Bush protested the 
action, insisting the environmental im­ 
pact statement developed by the com­ 
mission failed to consider smog 
produced by oil tankers in the channel. 
"Tanker loading is of greatest con­ 
cern.” Bush told the commission 
“ Because emissions during tanker 
loading currently are not controlled and 
the rate at which organic vapors are 
emitted is greater during loading than 
during any other activity associated with 
petroleum production...” 
Last month, the commission delayed a 
vote on the controversial issue when two 
legislators demanded that Ventura 
County be given more time to study the 
project’s environmental impact report 
Drilling in the state-leased field was 
suspended in 1969 after the Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel blowout in federal waters, 
which blackened m iles of white 
sand beaches along the Southern Califor­ 
nia coast 
The commission later established a 
policy of approving requests to resume 
drilling on a well-by-well basis.

$1.9 million program asked 
for county park projects

and recreation programs. 
“This is a fairly obvious 
power,” Davidson said, “but 
sometimes when the public dis­ 
agrees with his rules and 
regulations, they demand to see 
his right to make them. This 
provision ... gives him this 
power." 
Davidson noted that the 
director is given power to main­ 
tain the recreational programs, 
equipment, buildings, park and 
playgrounds. “The word ‘main­ 
tain’ did not appear expressly 
before and has been added to 
make this power clear,” said 
Davidson. 
Under the proposed changes, 
the commission is given powers 
to adopt rules and regulations 
governing all recreation 
programs, protection of city 
property and activities of 
persons in all parks as well as 
to establish rates and charges 
for the use of any park or por­ 
tion of it. These powers are now 
reserved for the city council. 
The public hearing, at which 
time interested persons may 
express them selves on the 
proposed changes, has been set 
for the November 16 city coun­ 
cil session

Sphere policies, guidelines 
adopted at session of LAFCO

As preparation for setting up 
of spheres of influence for cities 
in the county in the interests of 
curbing urban sprawl and 
promoting better planning, the 
Local Agency Formation Com­ 
mission 
(LAFCO) adopted 
sphere policies and guidelines 
liiursday at a session in Santa 
Barbara. 
LAFCO Chairman Tim Terry, 
Santa 
Barbara businessman, 
also 
stressed the newly ap­ 
proved document “is aimed at 
discouraging inclusion of 
agricultural land in cities.” 
In a separate, but related ac­ 
tion, LAFCO also voted to 
proceed with setting up its first 
city sphere study to involve 
Santa Maria. 
LAFCO’s second public hear­ 
ing to get input for the Santa 
Maria sphere was set for 
Wednesday, Dec. 1, at 9 a.m. at 
the Lions Hall in Orcutt. An in­ 
itial public hearing was held in 
Santa Maria. Earlier, it had 
been shown that county 
developments in Orcutt were 


resulting in demands for Santa 
Maria services to some extent. 
Terry said insofar as he 
knows Carpinteria is the only 
city currently having an 
agricultural preserve program 
by which it would sign pacts 
with preserve landowners once 
they were in the city. 
Taking part in the LAFCO 
decision Thursday were County 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie, 
of Lompoc; Lompoc Mayor 
Eugene Stevens, Santa Barbara 
Mayor David Shiffman and 
Terry. County Supervisor 
James M. Slater, of Goleta, was 
unable to attend. 
In adopting its first sphere 
guidelines, LAFCO also made 
the important determination of 
the role of environmental im­ 
pact findings in its delibera­ 
tions. 
It was ruled that both staff 
and environmental findings and 
recommendations would take 
p la ce at h e a rin g s a fter 
preliminary decisions were 
made as to a sphere area 
selected. In this way, Terry ex­ 


plained, “the staff and Office of 
Environmental Quality 
can 
work closely together in 
presenting a joint product to go 
into the sphere development 
process rather than at the end 
of it.” 
The commission with Mayor 
Shiftman's approval decided to 
scrap an earlier proposal by the 
Santa Barbara mayor that 
would limit a sphere of 
in­ 
fluence determination to a 
negative environmental impact 
declaration. 
It was felt by the environ­ 
mental office and commission 
staff that this would serve “to 
prejudge" such impacts en­ 
vironmentally. 
After a Santa Maria sphere is 
set up, it is felt, the commission 
staff can aim at producing 
similar studies for Santa Ynez 
Valley, cities of Lompoc and 
Carpinteria, and review of the 
already approved city of Santa 
Barbara sphere.

Population 
growth slows 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
research institute study said 
Thursday that the world's pop­ 
ulation growth has slowed 
dramatically in the last half 
decade. 
The nonprofit Worldwatch In­ 
stitute said this was partly 
because of falling birth rates 
but also because food shortages 
have pushed up death rates 
Lester Brown, the institute s 
president and senior resear­ 
cher, at a news conference took 
issue with demographers who 
have been predicting a doubling 
of the present 4 billion world 
population within the next 
decade. 
“Quite possibly we will never 
again see the doubling of the 
world population," Brown said 
But he indicated that not all of 
the reasons for this were 
positive 
“There is every indication 
population will continue to slow 
through the last quarter of this 
century," Brown said in a study 
released at the news con­ 
ference 
“The question left 
open to the international com­ 
munity is whether this will oc­ 
cur through a continued decline 
in the birth rate, or periodic in­ 
creases in the death rate " 
The study said that early in 
the past decade the world rate 
of population growth reached 
an all time high and then began 
to subside 
In 1970. the increase in world 
population was about 19 per 
cent, an increase of 69 million, 
the study said, but “the most 
recent data show a marked 
decline since then to 1 64 per 
cent, an increase of 64 million 
per year.“ 
Brown said the main factor in 
progress made toward slowing 
population increases was due to 
the widening availability of 
family planning services, in­ 
cluding both contraception and 
abortion

I wouldn t be suprised to 
find late next Tuesday night 
that the voters had decided to 
leave things just about as they 
are ” 
Reagan said in the column 
distributed nationally by King 
Features Syndicate that Jimmy 
Carter ‘ has not been able to 
shake the vague uneasiness 
voters get from what they call 
his fuzziness

While they waited, police 
questioned them and photo­ 
graphed the aircraft, apparent­ 
ly for evidence in case Becvar 
is tried in a West German 
court 
In the past, West Germany 
has refused to extradite politi­ 
cal refugees accused of crimes 
in their own countries, choosing 
instead to try them in West 
German courts 
On June 7, 1972. 10 Czechs 
hijacked a Czech airliner and 
forced it to fly to West Ger­ 
many, killing the pilot during 
the takeover. 
A West German court sen­ 
tenced the hijackers to terms 
ranging from three to seven 
years with the provision they 
will be deported after serving 
their sentences They were not 
granted political asylum

to hail 
anniversary 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO. 
Calif (UPI) - The old adobe 
mission, home of the famous 
swallows and around which this 
town grew, celebrates its 200th 
birthday next Monday with 
some of the same rites and 
festivities handed down through 
the ages. 
The oldest existing building in 
California, the Mission San 
Juan Capistrano was founded 
Nov 1. 1776. by Father Jumpero 
Serra 
A sp e c ia l 
M ass, 
celebrated by Cardinal Timothy 
Manning. Archbishop of Los 
Angeles, will mark the anniver­ 
sary. 
Nestled on 11 acre3 of land 
overlooking the Pacific Ocean. 
56 miles south of Los Angeles 
and near the San Clemente es­ 
tate of form er President 
Richard Nixon. Capistrano was 
the sixth of 21 missions founded 
along the California coast by 
Serra and was the only church 
in which he celebrated Holy 
Mass and administered the 
sacraments 
A town slowly built around 
the church, which was started 
in 1797 and took nine years to 
com plete 
The church was 
destroyed on Dec 8. 1812. by an 
earthquake that killed 40 
persons 
One wall of the original adobe 
building still stands and origi­ 
nal foundation stones have been 
incorporated into the restored 
portions The Serra Chapel, 
where Mass has been celebrat­ 
ed since the mission's founding, 
was restored in 1924 and 
features a 300-year-old altar 
brought from Barcelona. Spain 
Perhaps the biggest dvent at 
the mission is the yearly return 
of the swallows, who flock there 
every St Joseph's Day. March 
19 Oldtimers remember when 
the dawn would darken because 
of the thousands of birds swoop­ 
ing down as the mission bells 
pealed and onlookers shouted, 
“Hay vienen las golondrinas 
- here come the swallows. 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — Three youths walked 
into a hospital ward Thursday 
night and shot to death Maire 
D rum m , a lead er of the 
provisional 
Irish 
Republican 
Army known for her fiery 
speeches. 
Police said one of the youths, 
dressed in a white hospital coat 
used by doctors, pulled out a 
pistol and shot Mrs. Drumm as 
she lay in bed. Another woman 
sitting by her bed was wounded 
in the leg. 
Mrs Drumm, 53, former vice 
president of the Provisional 
Sinn Fein, political wing of the 
outlawed Provisional IRA, was 
recovering from surgery on a 
cataract in her left eye at the 
Mater hospital. 
The Mater, Belfast’s only 
Catholic voluntary hospital, is 
on the C rum lin road, a 
predominantly Protestant area 
half a mile from the city center. 
The Provisional IRA in 
Belfast issued a statement say­ 
ing her death was the work of 
P r o te sta n t 
lo y a lis ts 
It 
described the killing as a “sad 
blow to the Republican move­ 
ment to which she had given her 
life.” 


The statement added: “Far 
from stopping her campaign for 
the withdrawal of British 
troops and a united Ireland, it 


will only encourage us to fight 
on even more.” 
Mrs. Drumm, her husband 
Jimmy, their two sons and 
three daughters were all strong 
supporters of Northern Ire­ 
land’s Republican movement. 
One of her daughters is serving 
a 7-year sentence in Armagh on 
an arms charge. 
One Northern Ireland official 
once said Mrs. D rum m ’s 
presence at Republican rallies 
seemed inevitably to spark 
rioting. 
Former 
Northern Ireland 
Secretary Merlyn Rees de­ 
scribed her, after she had 
gloated over the killing of 
British soldiers, as like a 
woman knitting by the guil­ 
lotine. 
Mrs. Drumm was detained 
for three weeks in August 
following a speech in which she 
said Belfast would be destroyed 
brick by brick. She was 
released without being brought 
to trial. 
Her first real brush with the 
law came in July. 1971. when 
she addressed a crowd in Lon­ 
donderry's Catholic Bogside 
district and urged them to join 
the IRA That earned her a six- 
month sentence for promoting 
an unlawful organization. 
She also served a 22-day

Campaign's first smear 


It has been up until now a cleanly fought political campaign in 
this area. However, this has changed with a last-minute, scurrilous 
attack on Bob Lilley, one of the candidates in Supervisorial District 
No. 4. 
The attack is made in the guise of the Probe, a sometimes supple­ 
ment to the Santa Barbara News & Review. Its masthead lists its ad­ 
dress as P.O. Box 13390, UCSB. 
The allegations made against Lilley is an attempt to show that 
the candidate, who is also an 11-year county planning board member 
as well as a Realtor, was guilty of a conflict of interest because a 
development was financed by a Lompoc savings and loan firm of 
which Lilley is a stockholder—one of an estimated 500 such 
stockholders 
Appearing on the front page of the Probe is a copy of a deed of 
trust between the developer and the lender and appended to the bot­ 
tom are the words “ Construction loan on Tract 11,329 rezoned in 1971 
by Lompoc Savings and Loan—treasurer Beattie and stockholder 
Lilley.” There is no doubt that the line was spaced so as to trick 
readers into believing that the rezoning was by the savings and loan 
firm and not the two individuals. 
But we submit, when did it become wrong for a firm, licensed 
both by the state and federal governments, to transact business with 
a developer? This has become an issue only by inuendo. 


And the broader question is why a publication that lies solely 
within the domain of Supemsorial district 3 (Santa Barbara and en: 
virons) is insinuating itself into die politics of District 4? CouldUbe 
that its smear is intended to aid Lilleyvs opponent—a man whose 
views are more closely aligned with the no-growth policy prevalent 
in Santa Barbara? 
We can only hope that the voters in District 4 reject this 
scurrilous attempt at a smear and restrict their judgement to the 
merits and values of the individual candidates.

Anyone who has ever run for 
a political office of con­ 
sequence knows the last week 
of the campaign is the most 
fraught with danger and the 
one most likely to produce a 
“ bombshell.” 
A bombshell in this context 
is that piece of information 
concerning a candidate which 
is so damaging as to effective­ 
ly take him out of the running.

Hour of sleep 
to be returned 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Americans will get back on 
Sunday that hour of sleep 
they lost in April, as the na­ 
tion goes on standard time. 
The official change from 
daylight saving to standard 
time occurs at 2 a.m. Sun­ 
day, when clocks will be 
turned back to 1 a.m. Stan­ 
dard time will remain in ef­ 
fect until April 24, 1977, 
when the clocks will be 
turned ahead an hour for six 
months of daylight saving 
time. 
T he D e p a r t m e n t of 
T ra n sp orta tion , 
which 
oversees the time change 
regulations, 
recommends 
the slogan of “ Spring 
forward, Fall backward” for 
citizen s confused over 
whether to turn the clock 
ahead or back an hour. 
The time change will have 
no effect on Hawaii and 
Arizona, parts of Indiana 
and all of the Virgin Islands, 
Puerto Rico and American 
Samoa. Those areas never 
did go on daylight saving 
time but stay on standard 
time throughout the year. 
Indiana has the most 
confusion within its 92 coun 
ties. There are 80 counties 
around Indianapolis, 
Fort 
Wayne and South Bend 
which have remained on 
standard time year-round 
and no change in the clocks 
in those areas is needed. 
But there are six counties 
in the northwest part of In­ 
diana, around Gary and 
Hammond, and another six 
in the southwest around 
Evansville, which have been 
under daylight time and 
must turn the clock back one 
hour on Sunday. 
The time change is man 
dated in a 1966 law requiring 
daylight time to start on the 
last Sunday of each April 
and standard time on the 
last Sunday of each October.

Severe earthquake rocks Guinea 
in same area which killed 500 


United Press International 
A severe earthquake rocked 
western New Guinea Thursday 
night in almost exactly the 
same area where a tremor four 
months ago killed nearly 500 
persons. 
There were no immediate 
reports of casualties in the 
latest quake. 
The U .S. Geological Survey in 
Golden, Colo, said today the 
tremor, recorded at 8:51 p.m. 
(10:51 p.m. EDT), registered 
7.1 on the open-ended Richter 
scale. 
Bruce Julian, a geophysicist 
with the National Earthquake 
Center, said the quake was 
similiar in magnitude and near 
the same general area as an 
earthquake recorded on last 
June 25. 
“ They occurred within 50 
miles of each other, probably 
closer than that,” Julian said. 


In Hong Kong, the Royal 
Observatory placed, the epicen­ 
ter of the quake in West Irian, 
about 70 miles west of the 
Papua New Guinea border. 
The earthquake June 25 
caused mudslides that wiped 
out about 20 communities 100 
around Irian Jaya, on the 
western end of New Guinea Of­ 


ficials said at least 443 persons 
were killed and 3,000 were mis­ 
sing. 


Official predicts 
energy depression 


ANAHEIM (UPI) - An 
“ energy depression” that will 
cost 700,000 jobs in Southern 
California alone and be worse 
than the 1930s depression is im­ 
minent unless new souces of 
gas are found, the president of a 
utility warned Thursday. 
Joseph R. Rensch, head of 
Pacific Lighting Corp., parent 
firm of the Southern California 
Gas Co., delivered the gloomy 
prediction in a keynote address 
to the 14th annual County 
Econonic Outlook Conference. 
Existing natural gas supplies 
are declining so rapidly, he 
said, that if new souces aren’t 
found by 1980 the gas compnay 
will have to cut off service to 
businesses and industries that 
can’t use alternate fuels. 
“ By conservative measure­ 
ment, more than 76,000 jobs will 
be lost in Orange County in the 
initial layoff period and in the 
ripple effect that follows.” he 
said, adding that the overall job 
loss figure in Southern Caifor- 
nia would be 700,000.

Ehrlichman will sleep, like 
all of the camp’s 350 inmates, in 
one of six green and white dor­ 
mitories. 
Like the other inmates, most­ 
ly illegal immigrants from 
Mexico joined by a few white- 
collar criminals and persons 
held in protective custody, he 
will have considerable freedom 
within the prison site that has 
no bars, fences or armed 
guards. 
Stuart Stiller, Ehrlichman’s 
laywer, declined in Washington 
to explain his client’s action but 
said “ it was absolutely volun­ 
tary" and said he would con­ 
tinue to press appeals of the two 
convictions.

A pilgrimage to the Greek Islands of 
Paul’s missionary journeys and to 
Israel, retracing the footsteps of Jesus’ 
last days. Such was the vacation of 
Agnes Asta and Joyce Meshew, both of 
Vandenberg Village. 
A most exciting, spectacular, fun- 
filled and religiously emotional tour, the 
travelers report, as they tell friends of 
their experiences. Just prior to depar­ 
ture from Kennedy Airport in New York, 
the two and others of the 147 in their 
Methodist Heritage Tours group visited 
three chapels in the airport — a Protes­ 
tant, a Roman Catholic and Jewish. It 
was an apt introduction to things they 
were to see. 
The ch artered DC-6 traveled 
northward out of New York, crossed the 
St. Lawrence River, Nova Scotia and 
across the North Atlantic, making a sur­ 
prise landing to refuel in Shannon, 
Ireland, where they shopped in the duty­ 
free store and enjoyed Irish coffee.

Dinner back at the King’s Palace Hotel 
was followed by a short walk to the 
Greek parliament buildings and tomb of 
the unknown soldier where skirted Greek 
guards were standing watch. The rushing 
traffic seemed never to stop. 
But sleepless travel took its toll and it 
was “ early to bed” and an early arising. 
By bus to Corinth and later by the cruise 
ship M.V. Illiria to the Island of 
Mykonos, famed for its white-washed 
beauty and hundreds of tiny chapels, 
then across to the seaport city of 
Kusadasi, Turkey. There they went in­ 
land to visit the spectacular ruins of 
Biblical Ephesus, said to be the most ex­ 
tensive archaeological dig in the world. 
Then back to the Illiria to the Island of 
Patmos where donkeys with crude 
wooden saddles took the travelers up the 
steep hill to the 11th Century Monastary 
of St. John The donkey travel was such a 
ludicrous sight and through her harrow­ 
ing ride, Joyce giggled and laughed all 
the way up the hill. 
On the way down, they stopped at the 
Grotto of St. John, a cave over which a 
chapel 
has been built and, where St. 
John is said to have received his divinely 
inspired Revelations 
Back on the ship, they sailed overnight 
to the Island of Rhodes with its 
fascinating harbor, once the location of

the famous Colossus of Rhodes, a gigan­ 
tic statue which straddled the entrance 
and was one of the Seven Wonders of the 
ancient world. 
Once more on buses, the group was 
taken to Lindos where tradition tells us 
St. Paul landed on Rhodes, and to its 
Acropolis on a cliff overhanging the 
Aegean Sea, with the Temple of Athena 
and a crusader castle to be visited. The 
following day the ship docked at 
Herakleion in Crete after breakfast and 
the morning was spent visiting Knossos, 
location of the beautiful Minoan Palace 
and the mythical Labyrinth, said to have 
been occupied in ancient times by a 
monster called the minotaur. 
Back again on ship they sailed to the 
Island of Santorin, an extinct volcano, 
arriving in the afternoon. Here again 
they experienced another amusing and 
perilous ride by donkey, up winding, 
switch-back stone steps to the tiny 
village of Thera, perched high on the 
edge of sheer cliffs It proved a fun time 
exploring narrow cobblestone streets 
and looking into fascinating shops. 
After a delightful “ Captain’s dinner” 
that night with entertainment by the 
Greek dancing waiters and ship's 
orchestra, they spent the last night 
aboard their sailing hotel. 
Arriving at breakfast time at the 
Greek Port of Piraeus, they disem­ 
barked to proceed to Athens Inter­ 
national Airport for the flight to Amman, 
Jordan. The next day those who wished 
took an option trip to Petra, the Red- 
Rose City carved out of rock, where Paul 
went following his conversion, outside of 
Damascus 
The following day. the group started 
their planned tour of Israel, proceeding 
from Amman by buses, down the Jordan 
Valley to the Ällenbv Bridge across to 
the West Bank where they were put 
through a long and thorough customs in­ 
spection. Four hours later, they were on 
their way into the modem state of Israel 
Jericho was the first stop for lunch, then 
Qumran where the famous Dead Sea 
scrolls were discovered. Then on to 
Jerusalem where the first view of the 
city was from the Mount of Olives, 
across the Kidron Valley to the Walled 
City dominated by the large golden dove 
and blue tiled Dove of the Rock mosque 
A beautiful thrilling sight, they report 
Again the total tour group was divided 
and the local travelers were accom­ 
modated in the St George Hotel on the 
Arab side outside the walled city. The 
next day was spent walking through St 
Stephens Gate to visit the old city of 
Jerusalem. They covered the route taken 
by Jesus on his way to Golgotha, visited 
the Garden of Gethsemane and the 
beautiful Church of All Nations, the site 
of Jesus’ agony. On to the Garden Tomb 
and Gordon’s Calvary, a rocky knoll 
which resembles a skull Here the group 
had a communion service above and 
looking at the Tomb — a most moving 
experience! 
Other exciting places visited were the 
Western Wall of ancient Jerusalem 
known as the Wailing Wall where many 
Bar Mitzvah ceremonies were taking 
place, and the Shrine of the Book where 
the Dead Sea Scrolls are on exhibition 
During the next several days they saw 
Bethlehem, Jeppa, 
Haifa. Ceasarea, 
Bethany, Megiddo. and went on through 
the Israeli hills which are being 
reforested and irrigated to produce cot­ 
ton and many fruits and vegetables On 
to Nazareth and Tiberias for a boat ride 
across the Sea of Galilee In the middle 
of the sea, with the Golan Heights across 
the water, the boat motors were stopped 
and it being Sunday, a service was held 
before continuing on to Capernaum. 
Back on buses, they rode through 
beautiful countryside to the Jordan 
River where several baptisms were held 
— another emotionally charged ex­ 
perience Back to Tiberias for overnight 
betöre riding back through customs, a 
much quicker experience this time, and 
back to Amman, Jordon and the flight to

After emerging as winners in 
a three-way race in the June 
prim ary, two Santa Ynez 
Valley toumevs, Zel Canter and 
Frederick S.(Rick), Brown face 
each other Tuesday for the post 
of judge of the Solvang Justice 
Court. 
Canter is 35 and Brown is 34. 
Both are residents of Los 
Olivos. Canter is married to the 
former Lis Butzbach and they 
have three sons, Michael, 17, a 
student at Santa Ynez Valley 
High School, and Marc, 13, and 
Paul, 11,* who attend Los Olivos 
Elementary School. Brown is 
unmarried. 
In a statement of candidacy, 
Canter said; The justice court 
is often the first and only ex­ 
perience a citizen has with the 
court system. That must in­ 
clude fair treatm ent by a 
knowledgeable and confident 
judge. 
The court deals primarily 
with misdemeanor problems: 
shoplifting, drunken driving and 
traffic citations. It’s also a 
clearinghouse for major felony 
crimes. Expert knowledge of 
criminal law is essential. I have 
the background and experience 
of practice on both the prosecu­ 
tion and defense side of the law. 
This has imparted to me a 
sense of fair play and justice, as 
w ell as an insistence on 
firmness and consistency. 
The justice court also handles 
small claims and civil disputes 
to which I bring a comprehen­ 
sive background of civil law 
know ledge.

Howard Whitaker 
Hospital board candidates 
give views, qualifications

The three candidates running 
for election (Hi the Lompoc 
Hospital District board talk of 
recruiting doctors to Lompoc, 
reversing the low patient 
census at the hospital and im­ 
proving the hospital’s food ser­ 
vice operation, should they be 
elected. 
Two seats on the five 
member board are up for elec­ 
tion on Tuesday’s ballot. 
Incumbent Ray Down is seek­ 
ing a second term; Dr. Barry 
Coughlin, now serving out the 
remaining term of Harold 
Thompson on the hospital board 
and Howard Whitaker are runn­ 
ing for the two seats. 
If re-elected, Down reports 
he will support the setting up of 
an outpatient clinic in the 
hospital. Such a clinic, he said, 
would help relieve the doctor 
shortage in town by bringing 
physicians in to work at the 
facility and thus providing ad­ 
ded medical service to those 
residents without family doc­ 
tors 
He continued that the clinic 
would help reverse the low 
patient census at the hospital, 
which has been attributed to 
people going out of town for 
doctor’s care and hospitaliza­ 
tion becuase of the physician 
shortage here. 
Low bed occupancy has 
caused operational losses of 
$88.098.50 in July and August, 
although part of this loss is 
blamed on traditional low sum­ 
mer census 
“ If we don’t get that census 
up, we will have big problems 
in the future.” said Down. 
He remarked he will work for 
the completion of the remodel­ 
ing project at the hospital and 
he will push for the needed 13 
additional intermediate care 
beds in the Convalescent Care 
Center. 
Dr Coughlin states that more 
doctors are needed in Lompoc 
"to give adequate care” to resi­ 
dents and to utilize the hospital 
He believes that, with his 
presence on the board, doctors 
thinking of moving to Lompoc 
would see that medical service 
in Lompoc is looked at in a 
team approach w ith ad­ 
ministration, laymen and doc­ 
tors on the board 
Also, he believes that the 
board would be better informed 
to make decisions with a board 
member who has day to day 
contact with patients as a doc­ 
tor. 
He noted that his background 
in health planning would be 
helpful for the board in its plan­ 
ning 
Whitaker says that three 


changes need to be made now in 
the district hospital and he will 
work for them if elected. 
First, the food service opera­ 
tion needs improving, he said. 
He explained that he knows of a 
recent patient who had ulcers, 
diabetes and heart disease and 
was served a cheeseburger, 
french fries and ‘‘a fully 
sweetened dessert” for dinner. 
” If that is compatible with 
good dietary standards, I ’ll get 
out of the race,” he said. 
Secondly. Whitaker sees the 
need of a “ responsive employe 
grievance committee” 
that 
would have access to the board 
if it feels satisfaction was not 
received from the administra­ 
tion. 
Thirdly, as a board member, 
he would want a “ comprehen­ 
sive equipment replacement 
program" established. This 
program would have the 
hospital set aside money on an 
annual basis for the replace­ 
ment of expensive equipment 
“ when its life expectancy is 
reached.” 
Down. 28. is a vice president 
of a savings and loan in Lom­ 
poc He has a B S degree in 
business administration from 
Cal Poly and serves as an of­ 
ficer in the Army reserves. 
He is a member of the Lom­ 
poc Rotary Club, Civic Building 
Committee and is director of 
the Lompoc Boys’ Club 
A hospital board director 
since 1973, he states, "during 
that time I have had near 
perfect attendance at board and 
committee meetings and am 
very proud of the district’s 
many positive accom plish­ 
ments. We now have a 24-hour 
emergency care service that is 
financially 
breaking even, 
something unheard of in a town 
in our size ” 
Down also states. “ I have 
consistently voted against in­ 
creased expenditures and as a 
result we have had no tax in­ 
crease since I ’ve been on the 
board.” 
His years of banking ex­ 
perience have been invaluable 
to the board in areas of 
budgeting, financial planning 
and building construction, he in­ 
dicates 
D r. 
C o u g lin , 39, 
w as 
graduated with an M.D. from 
the University of St. Louis An 
eight-year resident of Lompoc, 
he was appointed by a board 
vote in July to finish the unex- 
pired term of director Harold 
Thompson who resigned for 
reasons of health. 
“ I feel that a physician should 
be on the board of directors of 
the hospital The Joint Commis­ 
sion of Accreditation recom­ 
mends the inclusion of a 


member of the medical staff on 
the board of directors for the 
specific purpose of improving 
and facilitating the flow of in­ 
formation between the medical 
staff and the board,” indicates 
the doctor. 
He is a member of the Santa 
B arb ara County M ed ical 
Society board and the Heart As­ 
sociation. He is chairman of 
Lompoc’s Commission on Ag­ 
ing and he was a member of the 
committee to obtain a center 
for senior citizens. 
‘‘For many years. I have been 
involved in health planning and 
I was a member of the Channel 
Counties 
Com prehensive 
Health Planning Council,” he 
says. 
As a 
m em ber on the 
hospital's medical staff, he has 
served as director of the cor­ 
onary care — intensive care 
unit and the department of 
medicine — and he has served 
on the executive committee and 
the quality of care committee. 
Whitaker. 44. is owner of the 
Minuteman Surgical Supply, 
“ which keeps me informed on 
current criteria for effective 
medical facility operations and 
management,” he says. 
He is a retired Air Force 
Medical Service Corps officer; 
and. while in the Air Force, he 
was “ closely involved in 
hospital accreditation and up­ 
grading of facility services and 
capabilities.” 
“ Seventeen years of ex­ 
perience in hospital administra­ 
tion have given me an insight 
into the problems that can arise 
from a lack of communication 
that often occurs between 
professional, 
administrative 
and ancillary personnel,” said 
Whitaker 
To preclude an implication of 
conflict of interest, he has 
made a sworn statement not to 
do business with the Lompoc 
Hospital District “ except to 
save life or prevent suffering 
and in those instances no sale 
will be made but the materials 
furnished to be replaced in kind 
when available from other sup­ 
pliers." 
Hospital board terms are for 
four years

The 70-year-old semanticist 
first discussed insurrection in 
Communist-dominated countri­ 
es Wednesday, after his second 
televised debate with Demo­ 
cratic Sen. John V. Tunney. 
Hayakawa aides privately 
were not pleased the candidate 
raised a new issue at the late 
stage of the extremely close 
race 
The C alifo rn ia Poll 
released today shows Tunney 
holding a 45-43 per cent lead 
over Hawakawa with 12 per 
cent undecided among likely 
voters. 
So Hayakawa opened his 
news conference by saying: "I 
don’t think I should go any 
farther in ad libbing foreign 
policy in front of a m icro­ 
phone." 
But he went on to say the 
United States should encourage 
insurrections and threaten the 
use of troops to topple Com­ 
munist rule in so-called "cap­ 
tive nations.” 
• In tones reminiscent of those 
he might have used in a clas­ 
sroom, the retired San Fran­ 
cisco State University educator 
said he stood by his earlier con­ 
troversial remarks in which he 
asserted this nation should 
threaten the deployment of 
American military men to help 
overthrow Communist domina­ 
tion. 
But he said would not have 
made such a threat in the 1956 
Hungarian revolution against 
the Soviet Union, "if I was sure 
it was going to lead to outright 
war.”

Schnabel. She took on the witchhunt as a class project and 
she is sure she has succeeded. 
She advertised her phone number with a letter to the editor 
of a local newspaper and got a call from an Indianapolis 
witch, a college educated witch with six children who is 
training one of them in witchcraft. 
Miss Schnable is sure she has found the real thing, even 
though her witch has not divulged her name. 
“I know, because of some of the information she gave me. 
She is a witch," said Miss Schnabel, a journalism student. 
The witch is “white,” using her magic for good things like 
cures and exorcisms.

Lower hazard cigs 
sought by scientist 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
National Cancer Institute scien­ 
tist is urging the tobacco in­ 
dustry to begin mass produc­ 
tion of lower hazard cigarettes 
as a “potentially successful dis­ 
ease prevention opportunity." 
Gio Gori. deputy director of 
NCI’s division of cancer cause 
and prevention, said he realized 
his message might offend an­ 
tismoking activists. 
But smokers must be protect­ 
ed from their own habits, Gori 
told participants at a National 
Academy of Sciences symposi­ 
um on the burden of illness. 
“Leaving them to their fate is 
neither humane nor economi­ 
cal, particularly as we know 
that the risk of tobacco related 
disease can be reduced substan­ 
tially in at least two ways,” he 
said in a paper on smoking 
related diseases. 
, 
It is unrealistic to expect an 
eventual society of nonsmokers 
and impractical to consider the 
abolition of tobacco use, Gori 
said. 
But the technology is availa­ 
ble to remove certain toxic 
components from cigarette 
smoke and reduce a smoker’s 
total smoke intake, he said. 
Thus smokers could continue 


their habits with less risk. 
"This technology can be ap­ 
plied on a mass scale by skilled 
cigarette manufacturers,” Gori 
said. Any delay "would be dif­ 
ficult to justify.” 
For instance, if one brand of 
cigarettes produced smoke con­ 
taining two m illigram s of 
carbon monoxide, a smoker 
could smoke 22 cigarettes daily 
without apparent increased risk 
of cardiovascular disorder, ac­ 
cording to Gori. 
, 
If the sm oker chooses a 
cigarette delivering 20 milli­ 
grams of carbon monoxide, the 
critical limit is reached after 
smoking only two a day. 


Gori cautioned that none of 
his suggested limits indicated 
safe smoking levels. 


But production of lower 
hazard cigarettes within the 
limits suggested in his paper 
for 11 specific diseases could 
reduce epidemic proportions of 
smoking related illness to 
m inim al levels in several 
decades. 


These limits are the smoke 
intake dose that would equalize 
risks for smokers and nons­ 
mokers.

Trade balance 
records deficit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
the eighth time this year the 
U nited S tates registered a 
balance of trade deficit in 
September, the Commerce De­ 
partment reported Thursday. 
It said the nation imported 
$778.9 million more in goods 
than it exported last month — 
the fourth highest trade deficit 
ever. 
U.S. imports rose 2 per cent 
to $10.6 billion — the second 
largest import figure on record. 
Exports also posted a record 
total, rising 19 per cent to $9 8 
billion. 
Higher imports of sugar, 
iron, steel, rubber and foreign 
cars more than offset a slight 
decline in oil im ports, the 
department said. 
At this time last year, the 
United States was running a 
trade surplus of $8.09 billion. 
Currently, the nation has a $3.41 
billion deficit. Only once this 
year, in May. did the United 
States post a surplus. - 
Administration 
economists 
say the large trade deficits 
re fle c t the fa ct the U S 
economy has improved more 
rapidly than the economies of 
other countries. As a result, 
this nation has more money to 
spend on foreign products, 
while other countries have little 
to spend on U.S. goods.

Johnnie Gray of the Green Bay Packers settled under a 
high punt. Gray, 5-11 and 185, caught the ball and made a 
quick move upfield, then he heard someone screaming 


It was Russ Bolinger of the Detroit Lions, 6-5 and 255, 
thundering downfield on punt coverage. 


“ThaMvas a good hit, Russ,” said Johnnie as he picked 
himself up off the grass. 
Just two old high school team m ates running into each 


0tThey both played for the Lompoc Braves back in 1971. 
Gray was a senior benchwarmer just learning the game. 
Bolinger was a lanky and unspectacular lineman. 
The odds of them both winding up as starters for pro foot­ 
ball teams five years later were slim. But here they are, 
Gray a second-year starting free safety (and punt returner) 
for the Packers, and Bolinger a rookie who has recently 
muscled his way into the starting offensive line of the Lions. 
They’re likely to run into each other again Sunday after­ 
noon when the two teams m eet in Detroit in a crucial game 
for both clubs. If you’re looking for a betting edge, Russ and 
Johnnie played against each other twice in college (Gray 
went to Cal St. Fullerton, Russ to Cal St. Riverside and then 
Long Beach State). Russ’ teams won both times. 
Gray and Bolinger talked to the Record about their 
seasons—how they’ve done so far and what’s ahead—in 
separate phone interviews earlier this week. 
Last week the Lions pounded the expansion Seattle 
Seahawks 41-14. The day after the game a Seattle tv sport- 
scaster spliced together some isolated cam era shots. 
“The drug that the Seahawks were on yesterday was 
aspirin,” he said, “ and here’s why.” 
On the screen was play after play of Bolinger, left guard, 
dealing out punishment to Seahawk defensive linemen. 
“Everything’s going pretty good,” Bolinger said from his 
Detroit apartm ent. “ I’ve started the last three games at left 
guard 
I beat out last year’s top draft choice, who had 


started all last year, Lynn Boden (6-5, 270). i;ve been play­ 
ing some tight end on goalline, and I m on tiie specialty 
teams (all but the punt return team ).” 
The Lions’ situation this year has been unstable, to say the 
least. Head coach Rick Forzano was fired two weeks ago 
and Tommy Hudspeth was brought in. It was a break for 
Bolinger. Hudspeth was Detroit’s player personnel director 
last year and was responsible for drafting Bolinger. The new 
coach decided Russ should be starting. 
There’s another reason Russ got a shot at the starting 
lineup. 
“Our offensive line is not having a good year,” he said. 
“Green Bay had eight sacks, six of them by Dave Roller, 
who I’fl be going against Sunday.” 
Roller 
a 6-1, 270-pound former WFL star (Southern 
California Sun) poured salt in the Lions’ wounds by publicly 
bragging about what an easy time he had against Detroit. 
Agamst Minnesota, Russ played tackle and held his own 
against All-Pro Jim Marshall. 
“Holding” is a touchy word among NFL offensive linemen 
this season. The league has ordered a crackdown on holding, 
and penalty flags have been flying. 
“It’s really got us ticked off,” said Russ. “You watch con­ 
tending teams like Oakland and it’s unreal how much they 
hold and don’t get called.” 
Bolinger has been called for holding three times. 
“Sometimes it’s a m atter of which are you going to ta k e - 
a 10-yard holding penalty or a 15-yard sack?” 
Bolinger says he’s beginning to feel at home on the field, 
but would rather move one spot over on the line. 
“ Hopefully I’ll be playing tackle next year. I don’t like 
guard at all 
I feel more comfortable at tackle and more 
confident. Everyone inside is 20 pounds heavier than me. I 
don’t know if I’m strong enough to play guard. 
What about his old teammate, Gray? 
“Our coaches think a lot of him,” said Bolinger. “ He real­ 
ly sticks his head in thfere.” 
Gray and Bolinger may go into the aspirin business 
together Johnnie leads the Pack defense in assists and is se­ 


cond in solo tackles. And he leads the team in optimism. 
The Pack lost to Oakland last week, 18-14. But: 
“ W e o u tp la y ed Oakland in every respect, said Gray, but 
we made those mistakes. 
We were lacking a little con­ 
fidence before, but now we have the confidence that we re 
strong enough to make it to the playoffs. 
u _ . 
One of the mistakes against Oakland was Gray s. Hei mis­ 
sed a tackle on wide receiver Cliff Branch, a 9.1 sprinter 
turned the play into an 88-yard touchdown. 
“My season’s going to turn around right now. I made a 
vow that the next seven games, there’s going to be a 


^Actually, Johnnie hasn’t been doing badly. Two weeks ago 
against Philadelphia, he was awarded his team s hit of the 
week” honor for a tackle on tight end Harold Carmichae , 6- 
and 225.

Gray has also caused a few fumbles and is trying hard to 
make his presence known to opposing receivers.

“I feel a lot more confident this year. I m talking to em 
(the opponents) a lot more, being a little c0^ky. 
“If the play’s away (on the other side of the field) and a 
receiver’s crossing my face, I’m going to hit him, just to let 
him know I’m here. Receivers can be intimidated. Some of 
them are pretty tough and some aren’t. You just shove em 
and talk to ‘em and let 'em know you’re there so they don t 
think they were open. 
“If you get ‘em scared, they’re not going to be running 9.1, 
they’re going to be looking for you. 
“There are a lot of ’em (defensive backs) in the league 
that will cheap-shot a person. What I want to do is legal. 
Gray has been doing an adequate job returning punts. His 
longest return was a 25-yarder against Cincinnati. 


“I can’t seem to get any yardage,” he said. “ I’d like to get 
up among the league leaders.” 
And he might do it, if he can stay away from former high 
school teammates.

Carey plans to be in uniform against the California Bears Sunday and the Stanford 
Cardinals the following week before entering the hospital Nov. 8 for exploratory sur­ 
gery and removal of his spleen. 
Hodgkin's Disease is a malignant disease of the lymphatic system that is fatal in 15 
per cent of the cases if not caught in the early stages. 
And according to doctors, Carey has a good chance of being in the 85 percentile. 
“The disease is vaguely related to leukemia, but it isn’t as serious, 
said team 
physician Dr. Chet Semel “ We’ll be taking tests to see if it has spread to other parts 
o f the body We think we have caught it early. 
“ If our optimism is correct, Mike should be able to play football next y*fr- 
But Carey is still thinking about the rest of the season. He said he hopes to be back 
in time for USC’s final game of the season against Notre Dame Nov. 27. 
Four days after Carey found out he had the disease, he was on the field with the rest 
of the Trojans to whip Oregon State 56-0. 
At that time, most of his teammates were unaware of his condition. 
Carey is not the only Trojan football player to get Hodgkin’s Disease. 
Jim Vellone, a former lineman, overcame the disease and went on to a brilliant 
career with the Minnesota Vikings.

I made an 
error in my statement on 
KNEZ, I apologized both 
privately and publicly to Mr. 
Lilley, and I sincerely regret 
what happened. 
Although the supervisorial 
election will most likely have 
already been decided by the 
time thip letter is printed, I 
would like to respond to some of 
the points made by Mr. Lynn in 
his letter. First, the subdivi­ 
sion of agricultural land and 
subsequent growth and develop­ 
ment of the Goleta Valley did 
not suddenly come to a halt in 
1965 when Mr. Lilley became 
planning commissioner as Mr. 
Lynn must realize. In fact, tens 
of thousands in population in­ 
crease was felt in the Goleta 
Valley after Mr. Lilley’s ap­ 
pointment to the commission by 
Supervisor Beattie. This rapid 
growth rate resulted in the 
Goleta Water Moratorium. 
Secondly, the 99 percent 
figure that is supposed to repre­ 
sent how often Mr. Lilley voted 
in accordance with planning 
staff recommendations is mis­ 
leading. First of all, the figure 
used by Mr. Johnson, County 
Planning Director, was 99 Per­ 
cent plus or minus. This does 
not mean that Mr. Lilley did 
vote this way exactly 99 percent 
of the time. 
Mr. Johnson 
provided an estimate based on 
his recollection of Mr. Lilley’s 
voting record. The statement 
was not based on an actual com­ 
pilation of votes through the 
years and therefore may vary 
considerably from the actual 
figure. 
Furthermore, a large 
share of the 10,000 plus items 
voted on by Mr. Lilley were 
probably rubber-stamp items 
such as additions to existing 
structures or other minor items 
in which any commissioner 
would likely agree with staff 
recommendations. But even if 
Mr. Lilley did vote in accor­ 
dance with these recotnmenda- 


tions at a frequency of 99 per­ 
cent, the 1 percent remaining 
still adds up to over 100 items 
where he wasn't in agreement. 
I wonder what these items 
were. 
As for rezoning attempts in 
the vicinity of the Lilley ranch, 
there actually were attempts 
made to retain the existing high 
density zoning of agricultural 
land. 
Even some of the at­ 
tempts to downzone the proper­ 
ties were designed to retain 
smaller the 5 and 10 acre zoning 
which is considered by many 
not to be consistent with effec­ 
tively productive Tarming 
operations.

answer a question posed “from a purely 
military point of view?” No inference 
other than this is plausible. Or are they 
saying that General Brown should be 
fired because by making that particular 
statement, he proved himself to be an in­ 
competent soldier? Are we to suppose 
that Rabbi Schindler’s knowledge of 
military matters entitles him to draw 
such conclusions about General Brown’s 
military incompetence? I doubt it. 
I am certain that the rabbi, like the 
others, were eliding a military judgment 
into a political judgment. And that is ex­ 
actly what ought not to be done in a 
republic that prides itself on the division 
of authority between the military and the 
civil orders. 
Obviously Israel is a burden — from a 
purely military point of view. What has 
this got to do with whether we should de­ 
fend it? Or even with the question of 
whether it might not become a military 
blessing in the days ahead? To say that 
something is a burden is not even to 
begin to suggest that it is not a burden 
for which we are grateful. The greatest 
burden in the Constitution of the United 
States is the Bill of Rights We would 
hardly elect to be without it for that sim­ 
ple reason Children — God knows — are 
a burden on their parents “from a strict 
economic point of view.” 
From a strict military point of view, 
our commitment to Berlin is a tremen­ 
dous burden. It would be burdensome to 
defend, and possibly could only be 
defended by the threat of massive 
nuclear retaliation. South Korea is a con­ 


siderable military burden, requiring 
50.000 American troops, Israel is hugely 
expensive to defend, and indeed the rapid 
rearming of Israel after the Yom Kippur 
war hugely drained our military inven­ 
tory. Yet our commitment to Israel con­ 
tinues. The Arab oil boycott did not 
budge the convictions of the United 
States public — its finest hour, that one, 
declining to adjust our foreign policy for 
reasons of economic opportunism.. 
G eneral Brown w as of course 
presented to the general press for a 
statement about his own feelings about 
United States policy, and he said the 
following: “United States policy toward 
Israel over the years has been clear: we 
are fully committed to the security and 
survival of the state of Israel. I believe in 
that policy wholeheartedly.” 
Now that last statem ent made 
everybody feel good. Well, not quite 
everybody. I resent its having been 
asked. The chairman of the joint chiefs 
of staff should say . “I decline to give my 
feeling about whether I endorse a public 
policy. That is entirely unprofessional. I 
am chairman of the joint chiefs of staff 
to implement public policies set by the 
commander-in-chief and validated by the 
people’s representatives in Congress 
For me to identify myself with a popular 
public policy would be easy, but it would 
be as wrong as it would have been wrong, 
let us say, for General Westmoreland to 
have identified himself as in favor of the 
Vietnam War ” 
It is basic failures to understand these 
distinctions that drive countries into the 
hands of the military.

On Tuesday, November 2, 1976, the 
voters of Santa Barbara County will ha ve 
the opportunity to express their in­ 
dividual opinions regarding the election 
of a number of candidates and a variety 
of state and local issues. It is to this 
local Santa Barbara County issue, 
Proposition “A,” that I address this 
communication. 
The Board of Supervisors has placed a 
46 word amendment on the General 
Election Ballot This amendment, if ap­ 
proved by the voters, will amend the 
County Code to permit the Civil Service 
Commission and the Board of Super­ 
visors to authorize the appointment or 
hiring of persons to County civil service 
positions who have completed, “an ap­ 
proved County training program ” 
These same "trained” persons may be 
hired without having to take an examina­ 
tion. 
You, the Santa Barbara County voter 
in 1971, voted to establish the current 
Civil Service system. This system was 
adopted, among other reasons, to assure 
a democratic process for all citizens 
seeking employment as a County 
government employe. One such process 
is the examination method. Or to say it 
another way, each citizen applying for a 
particular County position, by law must 
submit an application, pass an ex­ 
amination! s), (written and/or oral), and 
from the list of certified applicants, the 
most qualified person is hired. 
Why 
then, does the Board of Supervisors want 
to change your voted upon system? 
The Board of Supervisors want you, 
the voter, to make it easier to hire 
federally funded CETA employes (who 
work at the County as non-civil-service 
extra help employees). These persons, 
who are trained on-the-job, will be eligi­ 
ble for hiring in entry level positions 
after completing their training and 
without taking an examination That’s 
what is intended by the “Proposition A” 
amendment. 
Let me share with you what the 46 
word amendment does not say. It does 
not say CETA employe or federally 
funded position. It does not even imply 
this 
What could and probably will hap­ 
pen if you, the voter, approve this 
amendment is that certain responsible

“The initiative was originally put 
forward because funding for the ALRB 
was allowed to expire. 
I favored con­ 
tinued funding for the ALRB but this was 
not accomplished until the budget was 


Although I can unders­ 
tand the reasons for putting forward the 
initiative by UFWA when ALRB funding 
was terminated, the Legislature has 
finally acted, and therefore. Proposition 
14 is not necessary.
